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SPECIAL AWARDS 


The ACLS recently announced ten Special Awards for distinguished 
scholarly accomplishment in the humanities and social sciences. Each award 
amounts to $10,000. Applications for these awards were not received from 
persons on their own behalf; but nominations were sought from academic 
institutions, professional societies, and other sources.

FELLOWSHIPS 


For the first time in a number of years, the ACLS has been in a position 
to support a Fellowship Program. The announced purpose of these Fellowships 
is to provide opportunities for younger scholars to complete research projects 
in the humanities or to extend their competences by intensive study in a field 
or fields related to their areas of special interest. The awards are granted for 
suitable programs of post-doctoral research or study calling for at least six 
months of full-time work. 


Applications were received from 575 scholars in forty-three states. A 
quarter of the applicants were in institutions west of the Mississippi; three- 
quarters in colleges and universities east of this dividing line.

GRANTS-IN-AID 


The substantial grants to the ACLS from the Ford Foundation and the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York, announced a year ago, have also made 
possible a Grant-in-aid Program to provide funds for significant humanistic 
research in progress ou the post-doctoral level. As a general rule, these grants 
are not made to provide free time for the scholar, except, in a few cases, for 
relief from summer school teaching. During the first year of the program, 
awards are to be made three times. The recipients listed below, together with 
departmental affiliation, institution, and title of project, are those who were 
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successful in the competition which closed on September 15, 1957. They 
were chosen from among 250 applicants, twenty-three percent of whom are 
established in colleges and universities west of the Mississippi and seventy-seven 
percent of whom are from institutions east of that natural boundary.
